It was in 1970 that Juve 
dominated victorian soccer, 
winning almost every trophy 
available. Recently I wrote 
that this team is every bit as 
good as Juventus of 1970. Iwas 
proven right at Olympic Park 
on Sunday, when Juve won the 
Southern Division grand final 
despite the absence of John 
Dowie and Peter Lewis who 
were suspended and Andrew 
Zinni whose injured thigh 
failed to stand up to a late 
fitness test. 

“This is the proudest day in 
the history of Juventus,” said 
club president Tony Schiavello 
during the victory celebration. 

He referred again to the 
players’ trip to Italy if they 
win the national championship 
against Sydney Hakoah. 

The trip was pie in the sky 

before the finals series start- 
ed. Now it is only two games 
away. 
“Now, when they refer to 
Juventus, they will refer to us 
as champions,"’ said Juven- 
tus’s coach John Margaritis. 

Paul Drinoczky, who came 
on as a substitute against 
Makedonia, reflected the cam- 
araderie among the Juventus 
players, saying: ‘‘I’ve 
watched from the bench all 
year, but it’s been great being 
part of this squad.” 

Master of Ceremonies 
Robbie Cullen, puffing on a 
cigar, called to the micro- 
phone Andrew Zinni, whose 
goal against Heidelberg start-

campaign. 

“It’s been the happiest day 
of my life, although I watched 
from the bench,” Zinni said. 

Peter Lewis said he missed 
the second goal because he 
was getting more drinks for 
himself and Dowie, who were 
out suspended. He then broke 
out into song! 

Zinni, prompted by Cullen, 
led the players into “‘It’s a 
Grand Old Team,” team man- 
ager Caruso and Margaritis 
were praised to the heavens, 
and so it went, with wine flo- 
wing freely and everyone high 
on the sweet smell of success. 

Oh how different it must 
have been in the homes of the 
Makedonia players. 

Makedonia led for 55 
minutes in the grand final and 
came so close to winning the 
Southern championship from 
fifth place! 

It was the second bitter dis- 
appointment of the season for 
Makedonia, as it also lost the 
National Cup final to Sydney 
Olympic 2-1. 

Positional changes by Mar- 
garitis paved the way for Ju- 
ventus's fight back in the last 
six minutes. 

Until then, Makedonia’s 1-0 
lead, provided by Steve 
Smith’s header in the 31st min- 
ute, had appeared secure 
enough, as Zoran Ilioski and 
Sean Lane dominated the 
flanks and Makedonia was at- 
tacking purposefully. 

Indeed, Makedonia twice 
had forced Juventus’s stand-in 
sweeper Mike Petersen to 
clear off the goal line, with 
goalkeeper Yakka Banovic 
beaten. 

Those two desperate clear- 
ances — from attempts by Ian 
Dobson and Steve Smith — 
plus his efforts in the last 20 
minutes, made Petersen the 
hero of the match. 

But it is Margaritis who 
masterminded the victory. 

Petersen was playing as 
sweeper because Dowie was 
absent. Margaritis decided 
eventually that Petersen’s 
creativity was required in 
midfield. He also decided that 
Paul Wade was required in at- 
tack. 

So he shifted striker Joe 
Sweeney to right back to allow 
Wade to play as centre-for- 
ward, and pushed Petersen 
into midfield. Paul Drinoczky 
came on to take Petersen’s 
centre-back position, and with 
Sweeney now at full back, 
Mehmet Durakovic came off. 
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Durakovic had shown a lot 
of promise in only his second 
senior appearance. Rino Min- 
ichiello, similarly, showed 
flashes of great flair in mid- 
field. 

Durakovic spent his junior 
career with Port Melbourne 
and then had a season with 
First Division club Budocnost 
when his family returned for a 
while to Yugoslavia. He had 
four senior appearances with 
Budocnost and on his return to 
Australia, was signed by Ju- 
ventus, apparently on the 
recommendation of Petersen 
and Zinni who also played at 
Port Melbourne. 

He scored nine goals in Ju- 
ventus’s youth team while 
playing as a centre back. 
The changes worked per- 
fectly for Margaritis. Peter- 
sen’s passes set up a series of 
dangerous attacks for Juven- 
tus, and in the 84th minute, he 
scored the goal that levelled 
the scores at 1-1. 

A minute later, Robbie 
Cullen who had been living up 
to his ‘Tiger’ nickname — 
broke away on the right and 
Wade was on hand to finish off 
Cullen’s good work for the win- 
ning goal. 

There were so many Make- 
donia players who deserved 
better. Lane and Ilioski, as I 
mentioned earlier, had done so 
well on either flank. George 
McMillan, in his ninth season 
with Makedonia, had done 
everything in his power to 
keep Juventus at bay. Robbie 
Dunn and Ian Dobson had con- 
tributed to the attack and also 
defended soundly. 

Caruso said after the

Durakovic_came close_to 


scgring for Juventus as early 
asthe fourth minute but was 
foiled by goalkeeper Phil 
Traianedes. At the other end, 
after Smith had headed the 
ball down, Lane shot too high 
on the turn. 

Petersen's first clearance 
off the goal line came in the 
16th minute. Dobson's header 
had beaten Banovic, but there 
was Petersen to head it clear. 
Dunn came steaming for- 
ward a few minutes later, 
beating four men on a barging 
run through the middle, only to 
be stopped in his tracks by Pe- 
tersen. 

Cullen, who otherwise had 

an excellent match, probably 
erred in the 25th minute when 
he elected to shoot rather than 
slip the ball square to unmar- 
ked Joe Sweeney on his left. 
Sweeney was better placed to 
score. Cullen’s shot was held 
by Traianedes. 
Makedonia’s goal started 
with a cross by Lane. Smith 
timed his forward run per- 
fectly, rose very high and plan- 
ted the ball into the net with a 
powerful header. 

Juventus wasn’t done, 
though. With only seconds left 
before half time, Sweeney 
played the ball into space, beg- 
ging for either Incantalupo or 
Cullen to put it away but it just 
eluded them. 

Durakovic provided one of 
the highlights of the game just 
after the break when he 
weaved past four opponents on 
a spectacular run towards 
goal, which eventually was 
stopped by McMillan. 

Makedonia coach Bill Mur- 
ray, who has had a wonderful 
first season in the NSL, re- 
placed midfielder Con Opa- 
sinis with George Petrov in the

with Banovic saving a fine 
header from Dunn. 

Cole and Ljube Petrovski 
worked the ball forward again 
in the 63rd minute for a shot by 
Smith. Again Banovie was 
beaten, and again Petersen 
cleared off the goal line. 

Margaritis made his 
changes. Wade, now in attack, 
made his presence felt im- 
mediately as he ran on to a 
cut-back from Cullen, forcing 
McMillan to make a desperate 
clearance.

Leading 
coaches are talking about 
going overseas for talent

next season, which proves 
the point.”” 

Apart from three peuis 
for a win, and bonus points to 
encourage goals. Trhomson 
also advocates switching the 
NSL season to summer — 
from October to April, with

“Double-headers played 
under lights, or from, say 
5pm, would pack in the 
crowds,” he says.

Watson have been brilliant 
all year for us (Hakoah) 
while at Marconi Peter Tre- 
dinnick and Tony Henderson 
have had a good year, and 
Mark Jankovics played as 
well as I’ve ever seen him 
play. 

“David Ratcliffe has been 
magic in the national team, 
and Jim Patikas and Zarko 
Odzskov have had a great 
year with Sydney Croatia. 

“Alex Bundalo has looked 
good at Wollongong, and I 
liked Manis Lamong and 
John Mihailidis at Canberra. 

“Charlie Egan did some 
great things at Hellas. He’s a 
smashing player. It’s a pity 
he got some wrong advice at 
the wrong time, otherwise 
he’d definitely be in the 
national squad today.’’ 
Thomson was referring to 
Egan’s withdrawal from the 
Socceroos early this year — 
a withdrawal accompanied 
by some scathing criticism 
of the way the squad was 
run. 

Thomson will be looking 
for a midfielder next year, to 
cover for Hakoah’s Murray 
Barnes. “‘He’s getting on in

Eight goals, nine penal- 
ties, thousands of hearts 
joyous one minute, the 
next plummeting to me- 
lancholic depths. This was 
one hell of a game. 

When Makedonia and Hellas 
players moved wearily toward 
the dressing rooms after 120 
minutes of sometimes bril- 
liant, constantly demanding 
soccer, a group of young 
Hellas fans ran onto the pitch 
and surrounded Bobby Rus- 
sell, patting him on the back in 
consolatory fashion, for it was 
Russell’s penalty attempt 
which finally split these sides 
and ended the 1985 NSL season 
for Hellas. 

Makedonia goalkeeper 
Philip Traianedes saved Rus- 
sell’s attempt and Con Opa- 
sinis converted his to send 
Makedonia supporters into a 
frenzy. 

Opasinis charged into a 
group of Makedonia suppor- 
ters who had invaded the pitch 
in delight, disappearing under 
the hail of pats on the back; 
Traianedes did a war dance 
along the sideline; Dunn was 
lifted off his feet by a Make- 
donia supporter and the big de- 
fender threw his arms to the 
night sky, roaring in uninhi- 
bited ecstacy; and other 
Makedonia players hugged 
each other excitedly. 

Most spectators were just 
about as drained as the play- 
ers, for this undoubtedly was 
one of the classic con- 
frontations in the history of the 
National League. 

“Hellas were brilliant and 
they could have won the match 
early in the second half of 
normal time,” said Makedonia 
coach Billy Murray. 

“T thought that their organ- 
isation was better than ours 
but I thought that our flair was 
better than theirs. I brought on 
Gary (Cole) I thought that we 
Bu: on top. He changed the ga- 


Aten a spectacular four-goal 
first half, Murray told his 
players during the interval 
that they wouldn’t be able to 
defend and get a result. 

“Hellas’s weakness was at 
the back and we had to expose 
it to have any chance. Charlie 
Egan was running riot with 
our defence because every 
time Robbie Dunn moved for- 
ward not one of our mid- 
fielders dropped back, so at 
half time I decided to put 
Graham Heys on Charlie.”” 

Even with Heys tagging 
him, Egan was a menace. 
That’s not a straight-out criti- 
cism of Heys, it’s praise for 
Egan, who led the Hellas front 
line in superb fashion. Egan’s 
running off the ball was first 
class, his pace electrifying, his 
turns sharp and effective, and 
he always loomed as the great- 
est threat te Makedonia’s 
chances of defying the odds, si- 
lencing the cynics, and 
clinching a Grand Final berth. 

Egan notched a hat-trick 
and could have scored six. 
Some Hellas fans were critical 
of him for missing chances, 
forgetting that without Egan 
Hellas would have labored up 
front and Makedonia probably 
would Haye won the match in 
normal time. 

Makedonia had the best of 
the early exchanges but Steve 
Smith shot well over in the 8th 
minute after great close con- 
trol by George Petrov had put 
Smith in possession. Two 
minutes later a Smith header 
at the far post was wide. 

Then Hellas struck. 

Zoran Ilioski. wide on the 
left. tried to play the ball to 
Traianedes. Egan got there 


A minute later scores were 
level. 

Hellas had lined up without 
injured John Yzendoorn. Gary 
MacDowell and George Mihos 
were out suspended. Manny 
Anezakis partnered Steve 
Blair at the heart of the Hellas 
defence but their trial relat- 
ionship was an unhappy one. 
Peter Vardaxis was left back 
and it was his poor clearance 
which was to enable Make- 
donia to take the match into 
extra time when all seemed 
lost. But back to Makedonia’s 
opening goal. 

Anezakis and Blair got 
mixed up when going for a high 
ball and suddenly Smith was 
through. The clinical finishing 
which earned him so many 
goals with Victorian State 
League club Box Hill last 
season and established him as 
a quality NSL performer, en- 
abled him to strike the ball 
wide of the advancing Peter 
Laumets and into the far cor- 
ner. 

Laumets saved Hellas in the 
18th minute. Ilioski’s free kick 
to the far post saw the ball fall 
for Dunn who cut inside then 
shot firmly toward the near 
post but Laumets reacted well 
to palm wide. 

Two minuts later, Laumets 
almost saved Hellas again. 
Sean Lane turned sharply past 
a defender on the right of the 
Hellas area then sent over a 
tremendous far post cross. 
The incoming Ilioski struck a 
first time shot and although 
Laumets got down in a flash 
and got a hand to the ball he 
was unable to stop it going in. 
Makedonia was 2-1 up. 

A great early ball by Var- 
daxis down the left in the 27th 
minute almost led to an equal- 
iser. Egan, shadowed by a de- 
fender, used his body well, let- 
ting the ball run, then cut 
across his opponent and cut 
the ball back for the incoming 
Doug Brown whose shot was 
cleared off the line. 

Ian Dobson, who has been 
soldiering on with a stomach 
muscle injury throughout the 
finals, missed when he tried to 
cut out a Crino pass intended 
for Egan in the 39th minute. 
Egan spun around and ham- 
mered the ball into the roof of 
the net from 10 metres and it 
was 2-2. 

Five minutes into the second 
half, Laumets tipped over a 
stinging Ljube Petrovski drive 
inacrobatic fashion. 

In the 54th minute, a 
Murphy shot was deflected to 
Egan on the left of the Make- 
donia area. Egan lined up, as 





Traianedes tried to narrow the 
angle, but shot wide of the far 
post. 

John Kanesoulis, who ran 
his heart out for Hellas, com- 
bined with the linesman to set 
up a great chance for Brown a 
minute later. Kanesoulis went 
past an opponent near the half- 
way line but pushed the ball 
too wide. It just crossed the 
line for a throw-in to Make- 
donia but the linesman didn’t 
see it that way. Play was 
allowed to continue and Ka- 
nesoulis’s pass sent Brown 
clear only to strike his shot 
wide of the far post from the 
right of the Makedonia area. 

Shortly after, Dunn clashed 
with Kanesoulis and was 
booked by referee Bernie Up- 
john. 


A Ken Murphy cross from 
the left in the 68th minute was 
deflected just over by Crino us 
the tempo was maintained. 
Cole was on the ground now, 
fresh and prepared to run his 
guts out, and he added a new 
dimension to the Makedonia 
attack as Hellas found itself 
under the hammer. 

Egan, though, still was a 
pest. He could have snatched 
victory with nine minutes left 
of normal time but shot 
straight at Traianedes after 
breaking clear. 


But there was no stopping 
the wee man in the 84th min- 
ute. Blair won the ball in the 
air following a corner and 
Egan pressured Trainades, 
won possession, and smacked 
the ball in from point blank 
range for what seemingly was 
the winner. 


But fate was to deal Hellas a 
vital blow. A tragi-comedy of 
near epic proportions led to 
Makedonia making it 3-3 in the 
87th minute. Hellas scrambled 
a Makedonia corner away to 
Vardaxis, still well inside his 
own area. Dunn was about five 
metres away, bending down 
and doing up a bootlace. Var- 
daxis tried to cler but struck 
the ball into Dunn, who sprang 
up and shot. The Hellas goal- 
mouth was packed and Dunn’s 
shot went straight to Cole, 
with his back to goal. That 
didn’t matter, through, for 
Cole cheekily backheeled the 
ball in and extra time was 
certain. 


In the 101st minute, the 11th 
minute of extra time, Make- 
donia fans were on their feet 
cheering what they thought 
was the decisive goal. The ball 
was played long to the far post. 
Laumets looked like he was 
about to come off his line and 
attack the ball. He didn’t, and 
Makedonia made the most of 
the chance. Dunn headed down 
to Cole who controlled the ball

with his first touch and sma- 
cked it in with his second. 

A minute before the half 
time break of extra time, 
Egan burst through yet again. 
This time. Traianedes spread 
himself superbly and saved 
with his legs. 

In the 8th minute of the 
second half of extra time, 
Egan should have levelled 
again. Murphy broke down the 
left and his far post cross 
found the unmarked Egan, 
who had dropped off from the 
two Makedonia defenders in 
the area. Egan picked his spot 
then headed firmly, aiming for 
the far corner, but the ball 
went fractionally wide of the 
post 

Four minutes of extra time 
remained when Brown made it 
4-4, He won a race to the ball 
with Traianedes and struck it 
into the unguarded goal. 
Hellas fans were on their feet 
again, They had been con- 
spicuously quiet after Cole had 
made-it 4-3. 


So we entered the penalty 
showdown with nerves taut on 
and off the park, after 120 
minutes of exhilarating soccer 
which had thrown up a number 
of ironies. Cole, that much ma- 
ligned striker of late, had 
come on and scored two goals, 
the first keeping Makedonia in 
the match. And what of anoth- 
er much maligned front run- 
ner, Brown of Hellas? His goal 
late in extra time, had 
carried Hellas into a penalty 
showdown and kept alive its 
hopes of winning successive 
national championships. Then 
there was the case of Make- 
donia’s Lane. Coach Murray 
had come in for a barrage of 
criticism throughout the 
season for playing him in mid- 
field but when Cole came on 
Lane dropped back into mid- 
field and continued to play 
well. Petrovski, on the outer 
all season at Makedonia, got 
his chance in the finals due to 
injury depleting Murray’s 
squad and the Petrovski who 
squared up to Hellas never 
stopped working and gave 
Makedonia dig in midfield. 


Brown stepped up to the 
penalty spot. Traianedes dived 
one way, the ball went the 
other. Cole was next and he 
made no mistake. Egan, 
Murphy then Car! Halford all 
scored for Hellas while Smith, 
Heys and Lane scored for 
Makedonia. The penalty count 
was 4-4. 


Traianedes had dived to the 

same side for all four Hellas 
penalties. Each time he 
guessed wrongly. Up stepped 
Russell and this time Traia- 
nedes changed direction, 
diving to his right, a decision 
which enabled him to palm 
Russell's attempt wide.

Melita has acquired land in 
Granville under a 99-year 
lease agreement with the Par- 
ramatta council and has built a 
Stadium which officially was 
opened by Premier Neville 
Wran in 1981. Since then, the 
club has made sure that the fa- 
cilities at the ground have de- 
veloped further. 

Recently, its good-looking 
stand which can hold 1600 
spectators, was completed and 
Melita officials, players and 
supporters are beaming with 
delight. They are confident 
that this is only the start of 
Melita’s return to the big time. 


“What a difference the 
stand makes to Melita Sta- 
dium" said Kenny Wilson, 
Melita’s hard working captain. 
“Tt gives the Stadium that look 
of professionalism and with 
our vocal supporters in it the 
sound is just great."” 

For Melita, the long wait is 
over. Its new stand took two 
years of planning, building and 
spending with the cost estim- 
ated at close to $500,000. 


Laurie Dimech, Melita’s ex- 
club secretary, was the man 
who started the drive which 
was to give Melita the best 
grandstand in the western 
suburbs of Sydney. It was 
Dimech who laid the founda- 
tion for this project and who 
got the Parramatta City coun- 
cil involved. Donald Agius, the 
manager of Melita Stadium, 
was the man who took over 
from Dimech to see this pro- 
ject to its completion. 

Last week I met Sam Vella, 
the club's secretary and Agius. 
Looking at the new stand, 
Vella exclaimed: “This is a 
sight for sore eyes. Without 
any fear of contradiction, 
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Melita back in the big time?

Melita Stadium is the best in 
the west”. 

“It was a good team effort,” 
said Agius. ‘‘Everyone 
chipped in. From the com- 
mittee members to our loyal 
supporters. We received a 
grant from the federal govern- 
ment of some $268,000 and the 
rest came from the club's 
coffers, but mostly from the 
great involvement of our sup- 
porters. This initial sum of 
just over a quarter of a million 
was enough to spur all of us on. 
It was given to the club 
through the CEP (Common- 
wealth Employment Project) 
and the funds were adminis- 
tered through the state govern- 
ment of NSW. 


The Melita ladies auxiliary, 
the supporters group, and the 
committee; all helped, and the 
Stand took its final shape some 
weeks ago. Final touches to 
the VIP room, Press rooms, 
TV box as well as some extra 
space under the roof of the 
new grandstand still have to be 
completed but they are only 
small details in comparison 


with what has been done so 
far. 

Granville Soccer Club was 
the first football club to be 
formed in Australia. Melita is 
the first club in the west to 
own such a great ground and 
such a stand. At a time when 
most football codes are housed 
on ancient, council grounds, 
Melita has moved forward 
towards 20th century facil- 
ities. 

Its style of play may not be 
conclusive to great enter- 
tainment at the moment but 
most at the club agree that 
with facilities to please its 
vocal support a fine style will 
follow. It is that kind of atmos- 
phere that lifts the side to 
greater heights, and Wilson 
believes that greater times are 
ahead. 

Melita has enjoyed a good 
relationship with the local 
council. Apart from the 99- 
year lease and subsequent ap- 
Plications for other devel- 
opments, Melita now is ea- 
gerly awaiting the council's 
decision to allow the club to 


develop a parking area on the 
vacant lot (already leased by 
Melita) at the northern end of 
the ground. 

Parking was a real problem 
in the past few years. Secre- 
tary Vella recently has pointed 
out to Melita’s supporters that 
parking facilities could be 
found at the side of the ground, 
indicating that parking in 
driveways or on footpaths 
could lead to fines being im- 
posed by police. 

Some supporters failed to 
heed the advise and were 
booked. 

“That can be avoided by fol- 
lowing the simple instructio: 
offered in our club magazine, 
said Vella. 

“Ultimately our new park- 
ing facilities will solve this un- 
pleasant situation. We enjoyed 
the support of the Parramdtta 
council in the past and we are 
looking forward to their sup- 
portal present. I see no reason 
to believe that approval will 
not be given for the building of 
the car park,” said a confident 
Agius.
